The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1,17, 35, 54, 56, the cited prior art of record fails to disclose or 
suggest the step of etching the hardmask layer and the final stop layer until the initial 
stop layer is exposed to define an etch region/ etching the hardmask layer until the stop 
layer is exposed to define an etch region. The closest cited prior art of Lee et al. (col 
5,593,91 9) clearly discloses etching the hardmask layer 49 and the final stop layer 45 
without exposing the initial stop layer/stop layer 41 to define an etch region (Fig. 6).
